PRIVATE NONINSURED PENSION FUNDS - 1972 





Net receipts of private noninsured pension funds were $11.6 
billion in 1972 as compared to $10.3 billion in 1971. Total receipts 
were a record $20.1 billion, up from $17.5 billion in the previous 

year; total disbursements were $8.5 billion, up from $7.3 billion in 
1971. These figures cover pension plans of corporations, multi-employer 
and union groups, and non-profit organizations; profit-sharing funds with 
retirement provisions are also included. Other employee benefit 
plans--such as health and welfare funds--are not included in these 

data. (See Table 1.) 


The major item in total receipts is employer contributions-—- 
amounting to $12.7 billion in 1972. This was an increase of 12.5 
percent over 1971. Employee contributions amounted to $1.2 billion, 
or 8.6 percent of all contributions in 1972. Over the years, the 
proportion of employee contributions to total contributions has 
slowly declined. Investment income (interest, dividends and rent) 
was $4.3 billion in this past year compared to $4.1 billion in 1971. 
Net profit on sale of assets brought in $1.7 billion during 1972. 

On the disbursement side, benefits paid to beneficiaries amounted to 
$8.3 billion, an increase of 17.2 percent over 1971. 


Investment Return of Pension Funds 





There are a number of measurements for the rate of return on 
investment. These measurements depend on the definition of investment 
return and on the valuation of the asset base (book or market). 

A limited measure of return on investment is investment income 
(interest, dividends and rent); a more inclusive definition of 

return would include both investment income and net realized gain 
from the sale of assets. An even more inclusive measure of return 

has an additional component--unrealized appreciation of assets. 

As figures on pension fund assets show an increasing and heavy com- 
mitment by pension funds to common stock investment, many would 

insist that this most inclusive measure of return of investment is 
appropriate. 


The rate of return based merely on interest, dividends and rent 
has been fairly steady over the years. The average rate of return 
using this measurement for the ten years prior to 1972 was 4.1 percent 
(book), compared to a 3.8 percent return in 1972. The rate of return 
which includes all realized investment gains has also been relatively 
consistent over the past decade (with the exception of 1970 when 
pension funds experienced a net loss on the sale of assets). The 















ten year averages prior to 1972 were 4.8 percent (book) and 4.2 
percent (market); comparable figures for 1972 were 5.4 percent and 
4.3 percent. Figuring total investment gains, the rate of return 
experienced by pension funds has fluctuated considerably. As com- 
puted with market value as a base, the rate of return using total 
investment gains of pension funds was -4.6 percent in 1969, 6.0 
percent in 1970, 15.4 percent in 1971, and 15.9 percent in 1972. 


Assets of Private Noninsured Pension Funds 


Tables 2 and 3 detail the asset composition of private noninsured 
pension funds since 1962 at both book and market value. Book value 
of all noninsured pension funds at the end of 1972 was $117.5 billion; 
market value was $154.3 billion. The difference may be attributable 
to unrealized appreciation, mostly in the common stock sector. 
Quarterly data on the asset distribution of pension funds (at book 
value) are published regularly in the Securities and Exchange Commission 


Statistical Bulletin. Second quarter 1973 data will appear in the 
September 19 Bulletin. 


The increase in book value of total assets during 1972 was 
$11.1 billion or 10.4 percent. The average annual rate of growth 
in the decade of the sixties was 12.1 percent; in 1970, 7.1 percent; 
in 1971, 9.7 percent. Market value of pension fund assets at yearend 
1972 was 21.6 percent higher than at the end of 1971. 


The table below illustrates the composition of private noninsured 
pension fund assets, both book and market, for the last three years.

Book Value Market Value 
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Almost $3.9 billion of pension fund assets (book value) was 
invested in the common stock of the employer company at yearend 1972. 
In terms of market value, $8.8 billion was invested in "own company" 
common stock-- this was 7.8 percent of all common stock held by 
pension funds, or 5.7 percent of all assets of pension funds. 


Assets of All Private and Public Pension Funds 


Combined assets of all pension funds--both private and public-- 
totaled $318.0 billion at the end of 1972. This figure includes assets 
of private insured pension plans, private noninsured pension plans, 
state and local pension funds, and funds administered by the U.S. 
Government. (See Table 4.) 


The private sector held $169.8 billion in assets at yearend 1972; 
of this amount, insured pension reserves were $52.3 billion at statement 
value. Separate accounts of insured companies held $9.8 billion in 
assets on December 31, 1972. These separate accounts were responsible 
for $2.7 billion of the $5.9 billion total increase in insured pension 
reserves during 1972. 


Public pension funds held $148.2 billion in total assets as 
compared to $135.9 billion at the end of 1971. Pension funds administered 
by the U. S. Government (which are invested almost exclusively in 
U.S. Government securities) had $76.1 billion in assets at the end 
of 1972, for an annual increase of 7.0 percent. The other component 
of the public sector, state and local retirement funds, held $72.1 
billion at the end of the year, up 11.3 percent in 1972. (For details 
of the asset structure of state and local retirement funds, see our 
preliminary pension fund report in the April 4, 1973 issue of the 
Securities and Exchange Commission Statistical Bulletin, page 283.) 


1/ Statement value, or Association value, is the value determined under 
the appropriate procedures of the National Association of Insurance 
Commissioners and recommended for use in the annual statement of 
insurers. Under these procedures, common stock is generally valued at 
market, and bonds, for the most part, are carried at amortized value.
